There is 
philosophy in campaigns—a philosoph 
that can be reduced to rules which ar 
almost absolutely certain in their appl 
cation. That the mere mud slingcr 
a canvass fails to observe these rule 
and to profit by their teacbingn is n 
evidence of their non-existence. 


The peculiar feature of the presen 


campaign is the fact that it occur 
during a season of almost unparallele 
prosperity. Crops of all kinds promts 
an Abundant yield, the factories are a 
alive with business, labor finds stead 
employment at fair wages, speculatio 
is sufficiently brisk to be healthful, an 
the people are content in the belie 
that the country has entered upon 
season of prosperity from which ever 
individual hopes to reap a personal a( 
vantage. Close observers of politica 
history .have formulated from experi 
ence this theory, that the people neve 
desert the party in power during th 
days of prosperity, and there is no gain 
saying this important rule. The meres 
tyro in mental philosophy will see th 
tbrce of the theory, and appreciate it 
reasonableness. The converse of th 
proposition, that the people never a< 
here with fidelity to the party in pow 
during seasons of financial depression 
is no less true, ami we need go back n 
farther than the campaign of 187C t 
find a case in point.

QrjiNCY, Dl., Joly 4.—Another break 


occurred in the Sny levee at midnight 
last night, directly opposite Hannibal, 
in the portion of the embankment 
formed by the Wabash railway. 
The 


crevasse is 300 feet wide, and the noise 
made by the roaring of the water as it 
aurged through the break could be heard 
for a distance of several miles. 
This 


will complete the rain of the flood, as 
there are now four breaks in the em- 
bankment-^one opposite Hannibal, an- 
other fourteen miles south, near Cin- 
cinnati Landing, a third twelve miles 
further south, near Gibgai Prairie, and 
the fourth still further south. There 
are several weak places in the bank be- 
tween Hannibal and Quincy, and it is 
believed that other breaks will certain- 
ly occur during the night. The water 
from the last crevasse will complete the 
ruin at the upper end of Sny island, 
a large portion of which has thus far 
escaped. The people were taken off in 
boats, all the wagon roads being under 
water, and the levee break is alive with 
people, horses, mules, cattle and house- 
hold goods. The former say that they 
feared a break would occur, but eaoh 
individual thought, or hoped, he would 
escape when the flood came in his lo- 
cality. Last night they took to the 
house tops, where they remained until 
daylight. The bottoms are still full of 
cattle, hogs, and other stock, and the 
loss of live stock will be considerable. 
The Chicago, Burlington and Qninoy 
railroad is under water from Fall Greek 
to East Hannibal, and it is doubtful if 
it will be possible to run trains to-mor- 
row. 
Large gangs of men have been at 


work OB this road, and also at the break 
in the Wabash, all day, several train 
loads of rock being taken to the wreck 
points from this city and from Palmyra. 
From a point twelve miles below Qnin- 
cy, as far south as Louisiana, the low 
lands are now flooded, and the back wa- 
ter from the last crevasse is steadily 
working its way north. This large ex- 
tent of country was almost an unbrok- 
en field of magnificent grain. The 
corn is now in from three to eight feet 
af water, and the wheat floating about 
and ruined. It was supposed that a 
large portion of the wheat was threshed 
and saved, but irom observation made 
to-day, it appears that only a small part 
of it was gotten out, there being miles 
and miles of the finest winter wheat 
grown in the West now standing in the 
shock or entirely under water. 
Farm- 


ers who were asked to approximate the 
loss replied that it was impossible to do 
so, further than to state that over fifty 
miles of fine farms arc now under water 
and the flood is still spreading, the 
flooded country being 
from five to 


twelve miles wide. 


WASHINGTON, July 5.—Much has 


been said about the severity of govern- 
ment officers enforcing the revenue laws 
and breaking up illicit distilling in the 
south. It is argued that the expense 
and results of these campaigns are not 
compensated by the increase of revenue 
receipts caused by the 
discontinu- 


ance of the business of illicit distilling. 
The fact is, recant returns show that 
the increase in receipts for one year 
from one of the districts, in Georgia 
where the business was formerly car- 
ried on alone will cover the entire ex- 
pense of breaking up illicit work wher- 
ever it existed throughout the country. 
As to the severity of government offi- 
cers, Commissioner ttaum is in receipt 
of * letter from Andrew Clark, internal 
revenue collector for the second Geor- 
gia district, giving the particulars of a 
recent shooting at Red Oak, Campbell 
county, Ga. The collector says that on 
the night of June 23d, having sacured 
the services of a guide to sercral illicit 
distilleries said to be located in the vi- 
cinity of Red Oak station, he dispatch- 
ed eleven special deputies in charge of 
Deputy Collector A. W. Port, accom- 
panied by Deputy United States Mar- 
shal P. D. Bolton, to that locality for 
the purpose of making seizures and ar- 
rests. Owing to former resistance to 
officers of the government in that local- 
ity, and numerous hostile demonstra- 
tions reported to his officers by citizens 
it was deemed best for the party to go 
nnincumbered with horses or vehicles of 
any kind. They therefore went on cars 
to a point near the works, and then on 
foot, provided with rations for a 3 days' 
trip. The officers traveled thus, their 
movements being continually watched 
by armed men, until about 3 p. m., on 
the 24th. They had found fire illicit 
distilleries, and were on their way to 
others located by the guide accompany- 
ing them, when they were suddenly 
fired upon Irom ambush less than forty 
yards from the public roadside in which 
they were traveling in discharge of their 
official duty. 
Having carefully striven 


to avoid, if possible, any collision with 
citizens who were menacing them with 
arms, the officers, at the time they were 
fired uprn, had not a piece loaded 
But seeing their imminent danger, they 
at once loaded and returned the fire of 
their assailants, and charged the woods, 
driving them off and capturing one of 
their number. The officers then con- 
tinued on their way in the direction of 
the illicit distilleries of which they 
were in auest, but had proceeded only 
* short distance when they were fired 


This tiw the officers were again taken 
.by complete surprise, and several of 
"then narrowly escaped severe injury. 
Bnt they immediately discharged a vol- 
ley into the woods whence the firing 
upon them proceeded, and then charged 
upon their assailants. In this latter 
affray two of the attacking party were 
wounded, one fatally. Finding that 
nothing further in the matter of seizures 
could then be accomplished, Deputy 
Collector Port withdrew his force for 
the time being, and returned to Atlan- 
ta. It will be remembered that it was 
in this same locality, in January, 1373, 
that a deputy United States Marshal's 
posse was fired npon by armed citizens, 
and a guide severely wounded, two 
horses being killed, and in the immedi- 
ate vicinity of where several govern- 
ment witnesses and supposed informers 
have been ruthlessly and brutally mur- 
dered during the past two years. 
It is 


only a few months, the collector says, 
since the remains of one of their sup- 
posed victims was found partially buried 
near the roadside, close to Red Oak, 
with hit head literally severed from 
his body and otherwise frightfully man- 
gled. It appears, continued the collec- 
tor, that the close proximity of this 
Red Oak section to a good and profita- 
ble market and superior natural facili- 
ties in location and surroundings for 
evading the law successfully, 
have 


tended to make it a resort for a most 
reckless and desperate class of men, 
who are determined to ply their lawless 
vocation at any hazard to life and prop 
erty. He cannot account for this in 
any other way than by attributing it to 
the supposed encouragement they re- 
ceived from their friends, their neigh- 
bors and patrons, all of whom, it is in- 
sisted by a certain clan, are law-loving 
and law-abiding citizens, become so 
reckless and inconsistent in their defi- 
ance of law, and resistance to lawful 
authority, that with arms in their hands 
they hide along public roads for the 
purpose of murdering officers of the 
government in the line of duty, and 
discharge deadly weapons from ambush, 
full in their faces, the responsibility for 
injuries they sustain in consequence of 
their rash and inhuman conduct rests 
with themselves, and the citizens and 
authorities, state and local, who permit 
such a state of affairs to exist. 


Made a Mistake. 


The National Republican of a recent 


date says: "We think the Democraoy 
has made the same kind of a mistake 
in this selection of a candidate at Cin- 
cinnati as did the Whigs in 1852 in 
Baltimore, in the nomination of Gen- 
eral Scott. In each case the trained 
statesmen were set aside because they 
Were statesmen, and had made a record, 
and the soldier was taken, because he 
was a soldier, not in the spirit of hero- 
worship, but simply and solely because 
he was not a statesman.
